What Napoteon Cost Europe. 


present moment is of such vital importance 
as tife financial question. We see one great 
country of that continent, panting under 
the hoof of a foreign conqueror, straining 
every nerve to bring forward the huge 
ransom demanded fr her delivery, while 
most of the rest would only too gladly en- 
gage in war if the nereus rerum were not 
wanting. But war has become 80 costly 
nowadays that full coffers are indispensa- 
ble for its proper prosecution, and so na- 
tions are forced to keep the peace even 
against their own will. 

In a work recently issued at London 
(Duper Baxter's National Debts”), we 
find a most interesting expose of the present 
financial standing of the different powers 
of Europe, the writer dwelling particularly 
upon the increase of the debts after Na- 
rot no III. got into power. Mr. Baxter 
claims that no age ever possessed a costlier 
monarch, and that the twenty years of his 
reign were the most expensive the world 
ever witnessed. During that time the 
whole indebtedness of Europe was more 
than doubled, and this in spite 
of an 
increase , 
in France itself, which almost quadrupled 
her debt in those years. When Loum 
PHruirrr' was dethroned on the 24th of 
February, 1848, the French national debt 
amounted to about nine hundred millions 
of dollars, which was increased under the 
French republic, at whose head was Prince 
Louis NAPOLEON BONAPARTE, by a little 
more than three hundred millions of dol- 
lars. The empire was never more success- 
ful than in the creation of debts. Its 
costly improvements, but particularly the 
wars it waged in all parts of the world, 
had increased its debt at the beginning of 
the last war to about twenty-seven hun- 
dred millions of dollars, and, if we calcu- 
late the expenses which since then have 
befallen France, and which it will still have 
to incur in order to wipe out the effects of 
the war, including the thousand millions to 
be paid to Germany, we hardly think that 
five thousand millions will cover it all. 80 
we see that France has paid for 
the glory of being ruled by a name 
sake of the great NapPoLEON as 
a State about four thousand millions of 
dollars, besides losing her commanding po- 
sition in Europe, and two of her best prov- 
inces, not to count the terrible deluge of 
human blood that has been shed upon her 
fields. We say as a State, because the debts 
of the different cities of France have like- 
wise increased during the last twenty years 
in amost alarming manner, not to speak of 
the losses to individuals. Were we to figure 
on the latter, we would reach still more as- 
tounding results, but we will at present 
confine ourselves to the debts of the differ- 
ent municipalities. 

The debt of the city of Paris, before the 
war, bore an interest of about five millions 
of dollars, or about three dollars, annually, 
to every head of its population. The debts 
of the other large cities of France were es- 
timated, before the war, at about a hundred 
and fifty millions of dollars, and the ex- 
penses of the war, including the two sieges 
of Paris, have assuredly increased the debt 

| of all the French municipalities to a thou- 
sand millions of dollars. This shows 
plainly what a dear emperor NaPo.eon III. 
was to France, and how desirable his res- 
toration would be. 

Not only the debt of France but also 
that of the other European powers has in- 
creased vastly during his reign, and for the 
most part in consequence of wars he was 
atthe bottom of. The kingdom of Sar- 
dinia, the germ which since then has 
sprouted into the kingdom of Italy, owed 
in 1848 only twenty-five millions of dollars. 
At the instigation of the Emperor of 
France, the little kingdom went into such 
expenses to Improve her army that its debt 
had increased to two hundred millions of 
dollars at the commeneement of the war of 
1859, and at present is no less than fifteen 
hundred million dollars. 

Austria is not much better off. She is 
the land of a constant deficit, says Bax- 
TER. Since a hundred years her revenues 
have fallen every year far below her ex- 
penses. In 1848 her debt amounted to six 
hundred millions of dollars, but in 1969, 
after the wars with France and Prussia, in 
both of which Baxter sees the inspiring 
genius of Napo.zon III., who at that pe 
riod had not yet learned to appreciate the 
wonderful strength of Prussia, it had risen 
to about sixteen hundred millions of dol- 
lars. 

Russia is also acountry of constant def- 
icits. Herdebt of seven hundred millions 
of dollars before the Crimean war was in- 
creased to more than double by that.strug- 
gle, and the troubles in Poland, incited 
mainly by NaPpoLEon’s agents, have 
heaped still more burdens upon that 
country. 

The other countries of Europe have 
been similarly affected. Spain and Greece 
have borrowed so much money that their 
credit has been utterly ruined, England 
has been forced to make immense outlays 
in consequence of the many wars. 
Turkey, which had no debts previous to 
the Crimean war, has indulged in that 
luxury since then to the amount of about 
six hundred millions of dollars, and sb 
is forced to issue bonds again and 
again, while Egypt increases her debt 
every year by twenty millions of dollars. 

Summing up, Mr. Baxter finds that 
the national debts of Europe have in- 
creased, since 1849, by about twelve thou- 
sand millions of dollars, which is an an- 


’ nual increase of more than five hundred 


millions of dollars. The sum total of all 
the national debts of the world at the pres- 
ent moment is about twenty-three 
thousand millions of dollars. 

What has been done with this immense 
sum? he asks. How much of it has been 
used for railroads, canals and public works? 
Not quite twelve per cent., while at least 
eighty-cight per cent. of it, or more than 
twenty thousand millions, have been ex- 
pended for war purposes. More than ten 
thousand millions of this national indebted- 
ness have been used for such a purpose 
since 1849, not to count the vast sums an- 
nually expended from the general reve- 
nues. 

The overwhelmingly largest part of the 
wars that made these expenses, however,

According to this caleulation England is 
worst off, but her revenues are so large 
that the case is really quite different. We 
dave no gure reports of Russia and some 
other countries of Europe, but they 
are certainly proportionally not so large 
as those of England. In those countries 
in which reliable reports of the national 
revenue exist, the amount required for the 
payment of the interest on the national 
debt is in the following proportion to the 
national revenues: England, 2 8.10 per 
cent.; France, 2 3-10 per cent. (always not 
including the loans since the German war;) 
Austria, 2 2-10 per cent., and Germany, 1 
per cent. 

In conclusion, Mr. Baxter contrasts 
the rapid decrease of the debt of the Uni- 
ted States with the slow process of the re- 
duction of the English debt, and states 
that Europe has good cause to be alarmed

Reminiscences of the Prison of the 
Contederates at Chicago. 


Suffering and Death.

One enthusiastic pee fancier was wont to 
drive the crowing, cack 1075 squawking flock 
in which his soul took delicht into he inner 
fortification of his castle every night, and the 
chorus of chanticleers under his very nose 
was better than an alarm clock, and nearly 
drove the partner of his bed to madness.

THE FEDERAL PRISON OF CAMP DOUGLAS 
was established in 1862, The location was de- 
lightful per se, and Johnny , other things 
being equal, could not have desired a sweeter 
spot in which to enjoy bucolic meditations 
during his enfo vacation from the stern 
alarms of the field. The earliest denizcus of 
the prison were the ca ponfederates of 
Fort Donelson.

BURYING THE DEAD. 


The quartermaster’s 1 had let the 
contract of burying the eased prisoners to 
Mr. Collins J — — dertaker of this city.

ONE INTERESTING CASE 

was something as follows: The scarcher for 
the relics of ths dead was a Texan gentieman, 
who lived at Austin. Being a Union man him- 
self, he was obliged to flee from Texas during 
the war, and settled for the time being in Mat- 
amworas, Mexico. His wife’s family, though, 

were strongly Confederate, and several of his 
brothers-in-law were in the rebel army. One 
of them was afterward imprisoned at Camp 
Douglas, where hedied. Previous to his de- 
: ease, however, he received the present of a 
large Mexican poncho, sent by the brother-in-. 
law. The latter, when the grave which had 
been pointed out to him was opened, could 
find no card on the coflin to identify it. But 
on opening the coffin the body, or rather the 
bones, were found wrapped in the Mexican 
poncho which he had sent. This, of course, 

was ample proof of the identification, and the 
Texan went on his way rejoicing. 

But it was not always that such success at- 

tended these pious journeys. * 

AN OLD LADY FROM TENNESSEE, 
who never before had been outside the limits 
of her county, was inspired by her maternal 
yearnings to recover the remains of her son. 

t was a long journey for an old woman of 70 
to make without an escort, particularly in the 
case of one whose geographical ideas were 80 
exceedingly narrow. But the spunky old 
dame resolutely faced the situation, and made 
her way to the city which held the remaias of 
him who had been the prop of life. Her ap- 
pearapce in Chicago made a good deal of a 
sensation among those who saw her in the 
streets.

ployed by parties largely interested in the 
conviction of the unfortunate man to make 
the examination, and pe it was mainly upon 
the evidence furnished by him of prussic ac — 
in the body that a verdict was rendered by th 
jury unfavorable to the prisoner.

The theory, evident- 
ly, in these cases seems to have been, by the 
use first of this drug to cause rapid breaking 
down of the system, but, by its continued use, 
death 1 too suddenly to hide the cause, 
then to use the Gethseminum or yellow jas- 
mine, under whose influence the victim would 
lose all muscular power, and with the brain, 
as wellas the body, totally incapacitated by 
the peculiar and silent effects of the latter, the 
system would gradually but certainly suc- 
cumb and death ensue in a way so vy mor 
natural that — icion, if at any time arouse 
would be al . 

If guilty, ihe ease of Mrs. Wharton cer- 
tainly presents features of such shocking de- 
pravity as hardly to have been equaled in the 
annals of crime. The victims were gencrall 
those who were the most intimate acquaint- 
ances, and, if the reports which have already 
been given prove to be correct, the result 
was invariably preceded by unw ‘onted kind- 
ness and atfentions upon the part of the crim- 
inal. That there must have been along and 
searching study of the effects of poisons in 
all their variety, there can be no doubt, and 
it has been stated that accompanying her 
husband for years with the army gave her 
facilities for obtaining a thorough knowledge 
of the medical properties and effects of the 
different minerals as well as vegetables. 

But one conclusion can be arrived at, from 
what your correspondent can learn and from 
the few cases which Nave preceded this, that, 
while in the first instance, if guilty, there 
might have been the premeditation ofa sane 
mind, intent upon the accomplishment of 
some set purpose and requiring the use of 
such means to attain it, gradually it became a 
monomania, and while the mind might have 
been perfectly clear in reference to all other 
matters, success—the lack of detection, a mor- 
bid condition of thought—might have made 
her irresponsible for her acts afterward. Be it 
as it may, however, she scouts the plea of in- 
sanity, and appears to be thoroughly herself, 
and desires her trial as speedily as possible. 

The ofticers of the jail report her as relyin 
upon the charges — her being disproved, 
and that she expects a triumphant acquittal. 
She has employed some of the best legal tal- 
ent in her defense, and states that she has no 
idea of removing her trial from Baltimore. 

It seems to me that it will be impossible to 
obtain a jury in our city, nearly every one hhv- 
ing formed an opinion in reference to the case. 
Either the prisoner or the State has a right, 
upon filing an affidavit that a fair trial cannot 
be obtained, to remove the case to some ad- 
joining county. 

Mrs. Wharton is so anxious for a speedy

They 
did so, and asserted that to all appearance he 
was so securely bound as to make the extrication 

of bis hands apparently impossible, but he 
showed that the knot next his wrists, not with 
standing its substantial appearance, was 80 
formed that he could slip it, and make use of his 
hand in a moment's time. 

His exposure of spirit rapping was capital. He 
produced the raps without any perceptible move- 
ment of the body, either to the audience or the 
committee on the top of a table, in full view of 
every one. He produced the rapping perfectly 
in many different ways, making the souad recede 
and approach at will, whether on the floor or on 
a table, and it was audible to most of the audi 
ence even when he stood upon twenty or thirty 
thicknesses of heavy woolen cloth. 

He explained that the rapping was produced 
while he stood upon the table by a contraction 
of the posterior tibia muscle. The sounds could 
be modulated, as the voice in ventriloquiail ex- 
ervises. There were numerous ways, be.asserted, 
in which raps could be produced, and these he 
ilistrated by experiments. It was certainly as- 
wenishing to hear sounds so loud, aad, seemingly, 
in different places, without apparent cause. 

He closed his manifestations by showing how 
the slate-writiig of Slade, Webster, Foster and 
others was accomplished (he performing the 
same as they did’, and as a finale,showed how he 
believed the slate-writing was done by a certain 
lady (whom he did not name) across the river. 
After he had explained this matter, he was inter- 
rupted by a well-known dealerin toys and fancy 
goods, who took occasion to show how Mrs. 
Keigwin—naming her—held the slate when the 
spirits wrote upon it, upon which he—the Doctor 
—held it in the same manner, and produced 
writing upon it, which the committee pronounced 
to be legible, and in the center of the slate. 

At this juncture, Mr. Keigwin, husband of the 
lady medium referred to, arose and asked if he 
might have the liberty to say a few words after 
the Doctor was through; assent was given and 
the show proceeded to its closa Mr. Keigwin 
then took the stand and undertook to show the 
audience how Mrs. Keigwin held the slate dur 
ing a seance, and said, in substance, that he hau 
for years sought after the spiritual powei 
which his wife had, that he had failed to get it. 
and that his wife's power asa medium was dis 
covered by accident, and after long trials, tha: 
he had seen spiritual manifestations through tl:e 
medium of his wife, the truthfulness of which i: 
was hard for him to believe; that for three 
long years thousands of persons without money 
or price had at his house witnessed these won- 

. derful things, and were unable to expiain them. 
that his little daughter, too young to write, pui 
the slate into a locked drawer and regeived geuu- 
ine communications from the dead; that another 
of his little children not a year old did the same 
thing; that he would not believe in the genuine- 
ness of these manifestations until he had seen 
the writing upon a clean slate after he had 
placed it in a locked drawer, and kept his hand 
upon the drawer, with his wife away from the 
ame. Dr. Van Vieck here asked Mr. Keigwin 
why the same thing could not be done upon a 
slate on the top of a table while it was in sight. 
He replied that the spirits required certain con 
} ditions or they would not manifest themselves. 

The Doctor then asked what made the marks 
upon the slate. Mr. Keigwin said he supposed it 
was particles of matter flowing to it through the 
atmosphere from the medium. Dr. Von Vieck 
here said he intended to give an exhibition at 
this hall next Wednesday evening, and if Mrs. 
Keigwin would produce a single one of the 
wonders alluded to here he would give her the 
proceeds of the evening. 

Mr. Keigwin then proposed that Mrs. Keigwin 
would, without seeing the alate, write on it any 
three words, which might be selected by the 
Doctor, on the opposite sideof the slate, and 
proposed to give the Doctor $100 if he could do 
the same thing. This he declined, but said he 
would give Mis. Keigwin $25 if she would so per- 
form. 

About this time the audience, which was left 
in the ball, was becoming excited, spiritualists 
and anti-spiritualists taking sides, and matters 
looked stormy. Keigwin said his wife would not 
show in public, but would do what was required 
before a committee to be selected by the parties. 
They are to meet at Captain Givson's office to- 
day to arrange the trial. Rich developments 
may be looked for next Wednesday night at the 
Young Meu's Christian Association Hall.

The Bourbon county fair which commences 
to-day is the thirty-fourth annual one—a fact 


which may well lead one to imagine that the good 
folk of that county have brought the art of fair- 
giving and its consequent hospitality to perfec- 
tion. At all events, it is the conceded place of 
convention for much of the beauty and wealth 
of the State A series of hops will be given at 
the Bourbon House on the evenings of Tues- 
day, Thursday, and Friday; the names 
of the committees in this connection being 
an indication of the well-ordered and unexcep- 
tionable nature of the entertainments. A hop at 
the Bourbon House is a great era in the social 
life in Bourbon. The preparations for the pres 
ent fair have been unusually thorough. The 
show of Short horus will be unusually spirited. 
An additional day has been given for the accom- 
modation of the large entries in the different 
departments, so that the fair commencing 
Tuesday will last during u the entire week. 


Badly Pitchforked.
